Dead Bodies Recovered. 


LaFayette, Ind., May 7.—One of the most 


more injured. The train was the  east- 
bound passenger, leaving Chicago at 9 o'clock 
p.m. -The accident was caused by the fail- 
ure of the airbrakes to work. The engineer 
undoubtedly discovered this before reaching 
the cut beyond the Wabash river, as vigo- 
rous whistling ‘for brakes could be heard 
when the train was still a mile west of the 
city. The engineer’s desperate effort to 
stop the. train was shown -by the large 
amouut. of sand thrown by him on the 
bridge through which the train came just 
befere the fatal crash. The engine dashed 
out ©f the bridge o¥er the Wabash river 
at a speed not less ‘than sixty miles an 
hour, crashing into the depot building, car- 
rying off a portion of the dépot and train 
sheds several hundred feet, the engine when 
it left the track being followed by the bag- 
gage car, two postal cars and express car 
and piled in one promiscuous mass, a total 
and complete wreck, burying a score or more 
of victims in the awful pile of debris. 
The trucks of the first day coach were drag- 
ged out and the side of the car knocked into 
fragments, but no passengers in this car were 
injured.

The wreck 
was a most complete one, the engine and 
cars being torn to pieces and piled up 
together with their contents.

A few days later, he call- 
ed on the girl's mother and -aéked her con- 
sent to his engagement to the daughter. 
She absolutely refused to give her consent, 
antil he had finished his studies. 

That was shortly before February 17, 
1890. On February 17th, MeCready Har- 
ris, the young brother of Carlyle, asked 
Mary Helen Potts'to go-and see the stock 
exchange. Carlyle called for her and the 
three went to the city hall where Harris 
and the girl were secretly married by Al- 
derman Rinkhoff. Nicther of them gave 
right names for that marriage and it was 
kept a secret. 

Avolding His Wife. 


Within a few weeks, Harris began to 
avoid his girl wife, and she began ‘to grieve 
about it. In May, the Pottses went to 
live at Ocean Grove. Miss May Schofield, 
a school friend of Helen’s, was visiting 
there. ‘The girl wife was in a delicate con- 
dition. ‘Harris would not permit her to 
make known her marriage, saying that if 
it was done, his grandfather would disin- 
herit him. He proposed an operation_to 
conceal her condition from the world. She 
would consent only on the condition that May 
Schofield should know about her marriage, 
so that if she should die, her honor would 
be protected. Harris took Miss Schofield 
for a walk and told her. That night he 
performed the operation upon his wife. 

Mary Helen Potts then went to visit Dr. 

averton, her uncle. at Scranton. Pa. 
The doctor soon discovered her condition. 
Harris was made to confess that he had

The mother kept insist- 
ing on_the marriage and on January 20, 
3891. Harris wrote her that all her wishes 
Bhould be complied with. The young wife 
had been complaining of headache. | 

Thase Deadly Capsules. 

On January: 20th, Harris got a prescrip- 
tion for six capsules, each to contain one- 
sixth of a grain of morphine and four and 
‘a half grains of quinine. He gave her four 
of the six capsules, tellig her to take one 
each night. The other two pills he kept. 
Then he went to Old Point Comfort. The 
girl took three of the pills. She-eomplain- 
ed that they made her feel worse. She 
told her mother that she had a good mind 
to throw the fourth one away. Her mother 
advised her to take it, saying that Carlyle 
Xnew what was best for her. If she had 
mot taken that pill, she probably would 
have been alive today. She took it just 
before retiring on the night of January 31, 
2891. She awoke in a partial coma, and 
eaid to her schoolmates that she had had 
beautiful dreams. Shé had dreamed that 
Catiyle was with her. Then she began to 
moan and was unconscious. Dr. lkowler 
and Dr. Bauer were called to attend her.

CHE DEMOCRATS ELECT THEIR MAN 


But He Seems to Be Just {a Little 
Eccentric. 


SEVERAL GOOD STORIES TOLD ON HIM. 


Why He Left s Banquct—His Abhorrence 
ot Newspaper Reporters—Expe-

“Washington, May 7.—(Special.)\—The 
elevation of .Henry .Cabot Lodge to the 
senate left a vacancy im the seventh Massa- 
chusetts congressional . district. -A special 
election just held has resulted in the de- 
feat of the republican nominee, Mr, W, E. 
Barrett, speaker of the Massachusetts house 
of representatives aud editor of The Boston 
Advertiser, and the election of the demo- 
cratic nominee, Dr. Willam Everett, of 
Quincey, a city named after the ancestors 
of Josiah Quinty, the companion of Pres- 
ident Cleveland and the assistant secretary 
of state. 

Dr. Everett is a triumvirate in himself, 
being schoolmaster, minister and politician, 
a combination that wilt harfiybe equaled 
in the congress of which he will be a mem- 
ber. Dr. Everett is a son of the famous 
orator and statesman, Edward Everett, who 
ran for vice president on the same ticket 
with John Bell, of Tennessee, in 1860. Dr. 
Everett is in his fifty-fourth year. -He has 
been a professor at Harvard college, has 
preached from Unitarian pulpits, has taught 
school, has writtén story books for boys and 
tariff documents for men, has presided as 
head of a young ladies’ seminary, has 
been on the lecture platform, has three 
times been a candidate for congress and 
has finally been elected. 

But his individuality is more striking and 
interesting than his careér. He is the acme 
of erratic inviduality. He possesses the 
philosophy of Josh Billings and the ec¢en- 
tricities of George Francis Train. He has 
dabbled more or less in politics since 1864, 
and was a republican down to 1884. At 
that year he joined George Fred Williams, 
Sherman Hoar, John F. Andrew, Josiah 
Quincy, and other Massachusetts , young 
men who refused to support Blaine, in théir 
break to the democratic ranks, and has been 
a strong democrat ever Silice. 

In 1890 the democrats of Congressman 
Lodge’s district were in straits to find a 
suitable candidate to run against him. Every 
man they wanted to nominate declined the 
doubtful hon®r. It looked as though the 
nomination would have to be given to some 
wenk man who would cut no figure im the 
voting. Rather than do this the conven- 
tion adjourned without taking a ballot. 

When the convention came together again 
a week later it was in the air that a sur- 
prise was in store. The surpris2 came when 
one of the delegates rose and nominated Dr. 
Everett, of Quincy. Quincy was not in the 
district and the springing of his name 
on the convention was indeed a surprise. 

_ All that most of the delegates knew of Dr. 
Everett was that he was a little school- 
master down at Qriney. Some of thé’ del. 
egates declared that they could not go omt- 
side of the district for a candidate. .The 
constitution was read to them showing 
them that all that was required of a con- 
gressman was that he should be an inhabi- 
tant of the state. Their constitutional «scru- 
ples being quieted, and in default of any 
suitable man livihg in the district, Dr. 
Everett was nominated, this being the first 
instance in Massachusetts’ political history 
that a party has gone outside of a congres- 
sional district for a candidate. 

Dr Everett made a very active canvass, 
speaking every night, and was only defeated 
by about a thousand votes. He was nomi- 
nated again last fall, though there was 
some opposition. Again he made an active 
canvass, but he was defeated .by about 
2,500 votes. Last month when the conven- 
tion met to nominate a candidate for the: 
special election to fill the vacancy caused 
by Mr. Lodge’s election to the senate, a 
formidable opposition was developed against 
him. Fertunately, after an all night ses- 
sion, the convention nominated him. He 
carriéd the special election by fourteen 
votes. 

The new congressman is the most er- 
ratic man in Massachusetts, and there are 
volumes of anecdotes about him in ¢Circn- 
lation there. He is the acknowledged and 
sworn foe of newspaper men and news- 
papers. “I lie awake nights thinking how 
I ean snub reporters,” was the greeting he 
gave a newspaper man who went to inter- 
view him one evening, and he told the 
truth. 

During the last campaign he was booked 
to speak at Lewell. The democrats deter- 
mined to make a great occasion of his vis 
it and arranged to have a banquet at which 
he should be the guest of honor. The chair- 
man of the committee on arrangements: com- 
municated with Dr. Everett to learn what 
he particularly desired to have served. 
The doctor’s answer was, “A_ bow] 
of milk and some bread.” “When he sat 
down at the banquet he looked about the 
tables,.and, seeing no bread and milk, call- 
edout: “Mr. Chairman, where is my bread 
and milk.” ‘The chairman’s chargrin and 
embarrassment “may be imagined when he 
learned that the caterer, anxious about his 
soups, entrees, roasts, amd “‘creafions’’. had 
utterly neglected ;to provide the simple dish- 
es the guest-had expressed a desire to have 
served, and that net a drop of milk was in 
the hall. The doctor was mai. He re- 
fused to partake of the banquet, and in his 
rage he left the hall. 

One of the queer stories told about. him 
by the people of his.own town is that one 
day during the devotional exercises of his 
school, the doctor was reading a prayer, 
when a bee buzzed about bis side’ whiskers. 
‘The doctor brushed the intruder:away and 
went on with his reading. .The bee at- 
tacked the other side.

At last the bee 
settled down upon the top of the doctor's 

head. ‘This exasperated him so“that he 

slammed the prayer book down on the desk 
and startled the pupils with the savage ex-

EXCITEMENT AT KNOXVILLE. 


Threats of Lynching George Spencer for 
Assaulting a Child. 

Knoxville, Tenn., May 7.—(Special.)— 
The citizens of Knoxville have been in a 
state of great excitement ever since 11 
o'clock this morning, over the attempt of 
George Spencer, fifty years of age, to as- 
sault little Lillie Bear, an innocent little 
white girl seven years old. He was ar- 
rested. The police rushed him to the city 
hall, where a preliminary examination was 
held and the case. waived to the court. Before 
he was taken to the county jaik the as- 
saulted girl’s fatehr and uncle arrived upon 
the scene and attempted to take the life of 
the rapists by shooting, but was prevented 
by the chief of police and his assistants. 

e was then rushed to jail, where a extra 
guard of five men were detailed on duty 
to uphold the law. 

Early in the evening a large crowd be 

n to gather on the street corners and 

yuching was talked of freely. Perhaps 
10,000 people visited the jail, not more than 
1,500 being there at any one time. They 
were all frenzied with madness until May- 
or Thompson and Judge Logan addressed 
them and asked them to let the law take its 
course and not despoil the fair name of 
Knoxville with a Sunday lynching, as many 
other southern towns have the reputation 
of. The jail here is one of the strongest 
in the state and it would take a very strong 
mob to enter it, while the brave sheriff and 
his trusted deputies stand on guard with 
their Winchesters.

3 
The Courier-Journal has got into a 
terrible predicament in the neighbor- 
hood of Liverpool, and all because the 
editor refuses to profit by the light, that 
has been shed in his own columps on 
the financial question. Our contempo- 
rary, instead of showing how the far- 
mers of the south are robbed by :being 
compelled to sell their cotton in depre- 
ciated silver in competition with India,

that they will be swindled if our mints 


are opened to silver. 

The Liverpool price determines the New 
Orleans price of the plantation price, whether 
@he cotten is bought for mills in Europe or 
America. a 

Let us suppose the price to be 10 cents; 
§n England a five-hundred-pound bale would 
be worth $50, but $30 in geld. 

The buyer in the south would take this as 
his standard, and offer the Liverpool price, 
less carriage, say 8 cents, or $40 for the 
bale. 

Then when he comes to pay he pays in sil- 
wer. Say he had bought 1,250 peunds at 8 
cents, he would offer one hendred ‘silver 
dollars. In the first place, with a silver 
standard, all gold would disappear. With 
silver a legal tender it could not be refused. 
The producer gets no gold ddéllars at all, 
supposing the law has opened the mints to 
the free coinage of silver and has made this 
ailver a legal tender for its face value. 

if it will make the point plainer let us 
fransfer the transaction to Liverpool. The 
New Orleans commission merchant consignas 
ten thousand bales to his correspondent in 
Liverpool, and it is sold for $500,000. The 
Liverpool merchant must pay for it. He 
learns that the mints in America are open 
to all comers, and that 412 1-2 grains of 
silver will be coined into legal tender silver 
dollars. 

He does one of the two things: Either he 
buys the silver in London aud ships it to 
America to be coined, or Le orders his agent 
in New York to buy it and send it to New 
Orijeans. 

The Liverpool predicament that The 
Courier-Journal is in consists in the fact 
that our contemporary has deseribed a 
circle. He admits that the seller would 
get as many silver dollars under free 
coinige as he would yold dollars. In 
other words, he frankly admits that a 
silver dollar, with the mints open to 
free coinage, really would be a dollar. 
What then? Would they not be as yal- 
uabie to the seller of cotton as the gold 
gollars are to the English buyer? ‘The 
argument, as we understand it, is that 
the cotton buyer would buy silver in 
London or New York with which to 
pay for his cotton; but the market price 
in New York would be the mint price; 
in other words, 412 1-2 grains of silver 
would be worth one dollar in New 
York, and if the cotton buyer in Liver- 
pool can send silver from London to 
pay for cotton in New Orleans, why 
cannot the holder of the bullion send it 
to New Orleans and get the market 
price, $1 for 4121-2 grains? And why 
should not this fact lift up the price of 
bullion in London and hold it up? The 
answer that logic and reason and com- 
mon sense make to this question is that 
this will be the inevitable result—that 
the opening of the mints of this, the 
most powerful of all nations, will lift 
wp the market price of silver and hold 
it up. 

We ask our contemporary, moreover, 
if the southern farmer loses anything 
when he gets the Liverpool gold price 
for his cotton in silver dollars that are 
worth their face and mint value? 

But what is the situation now? We 
call the attention of The Courier-Jour- 
mal to the situation as it now stands. 
One dollar's worth of Indian cotton can 
he bought for 64 cents worth of Amer- 
fean silver, which is coined into rupees 
worth a dollar. The Indian seller loses 
mothing, because his silver rupees are 
fs good as gold. But the transaction 
fixes the price of southern cotton, and 
the southern farmer is compelled to sell 
a dollar’s worth of cotton for 64 cents 
in-gold.

When a man sees that mobs are per 
mitted to administer what they call jus: 
tice in thetr own way he seon comes to 
the conclusion that he has the right. to 
be his own judge, jury and avenger 
He puts a pistol in his pocket or shou 
ders a shotgun and drifts into a°career 
of violence. _ 

This is the natural result of- lynch 
law, and in the early days of the west 
and southwest it was illustrated in the 
daily life of the people. Now, this sort 
of thing is a century behind the times. 
This is an age of business, and there can 
be no profitable business without peace 
and order. We want good people With 
capital to rush into the south and -build 
up her waste places, but they will not 
come if there is any danger of white 
eaps or lynching mobs. Even when 
the right man suffers, society receives 
such a shock that life and property are 
less secure than before, and it is a no- 
torious fact that the-states where Iynch- 
ings are most frequent are the states 
whose statistics show an increasing per- 
centage of erime. 

We must punish the guilty in. our 
courts and “when citizens take the law 
into their own hands and sacrifice hu- 
man life they must be dealt with. as 
murderers. We must upheld the law 
or remain in the eyes of the outside 
world a semi-civilized section, shunned 
by enterprise and capital, and under 
the ban of public opinion. 


A Fair and Just Tax. 

In reply to our suggestion that a 
gold tax on the princely incomes of mil- 
lionaires would furnish the treasury 
with all the yellow metal it needs, and 
pare the burdensome tariff down to a 
very fine point, The Albany Journal 
Says: 

In America even millionaires, with the in- 
comes of princes, have rights which the poor 
are bound to respect.

If the prisoners paid or caused 
the debt to be paid they would be re 
legsed. So the essence of the case is 
debt and nothing else. 

The St. Louis Republic challenges the 
United States court to sell these county 
officials or the citizens of St. Clair into 
chattle slavery to pay their creditors. 
It says: | 

Let_us have consistency in this business. 
We are éither slaves here’ in Missouri or we 
are not. If we are not, the imprisonment of 
onr representatives for refusing to pay a 


debt we Nave ordered them not to pay is 
most lawless and outrageous tyranny. But 


let the imprisonment be made constructive 
only so that those whose liberty has been de- 
clared forfeit can be sold at auction and em- 
ployed in some preductive industry instead of 


} being kept idle in: jail. 


It will be said that the defendants 
are locked up for refusing to levy a tax 
to pay the bonds, and not for failing 
to pay the bends. In reply it will be 
urged that they are the representatives 
of the people. They stood in the place 
of the debtors. As the payment of the 
alleged’ claim against the é¢éounty would 
discharge them, it follows that if fuil- 
ing to pay or refusing to order the pay- 
ment of the debt causes their impris- 
onment, they are then practically im- 
prisoned for debt against the laws of 
Missouri. Can the federal authorities 
inflict this punishment? 

It is a burning question in Missouri 
and the excitement grows more intense 
every day.
